quarters at Nogales, Sonora. 
The form er rebel leader who de­ 
clared himself and his troops for 
the federal governm ent a t Naco 
had landed about 200 yards below 
th© international line and escaped 
across th© border when a rebel 
cavalry detachm ent came on the 
plane, the Nogales announcem ent 
said.
